41 Dear ijditor:— I am eight years 
old. Some of my little friends say 
there is no Santa Claus. Papa says 
if you see it in your paper it is so. 
Please tell me the truth. Is there a 
Santa Claus ? M 

And Mr. Dana's immortal answer 

read thus: 

' Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. They have been affected 
by the skepticism of a skeptical age. 
They do not believe except they see. 
They think that nothing can be which 
is not comprehensible by their little 
minds. All minds, Virginia, whether 
they be men's or chidreu's, are little. 
In this great universe of ours, man 
is a mere insect, an ant, in his in- 
tellect, compared with the boundless 
world about him, as measured by the 
intelligence capable of grasping the 
whole truth and knowledge. 

"Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus. He exists as certainly as 
love and generosity and devotion 
exist, and you know that they 
abound and give to your life its high- 
est beauty and joy. Alas! how 
dreary would be the world if there 
were no Virginias. There would be 
no childlike faith, no poetry, no 
romance to make tolerable this exis- 
tence. We should have no enjoy- 
ment except in sense and sight. 
The eternal light with which child- 
hood fills the world would be extin- 
guished. 

#i Not believe in Santa Claus? 
You might as well not believe in 
fairies. You might get your papa 
to hire men to watch all the chimneys 
on Christmas eve to catch Santa 
; but even if they did not see 
Santa Claus coming down, what 
would that prove ? Not everybody 
had seen Santa Claus. The most 
real things in the world are those 
that neither children nor men can 
see. Did you ever see fairies danc- 
ing on the lawn? Of course not ; 
but that's no proof they were not 
there. No one can conceive or ima- 
gine all the things that are unseen 
and unseeable in the world. 

ou may tear apart a baby's 
rattle and see what makes the noise 
a there is a veil covering 
the unseen world that not the strong- 
est man. nor even the united strength 
oi all the strongest men that ever 
Uved could tear apart. Only faith, 
fancy, poetry, love, romance, can 
push aside that curtain and view and 
picture the supernatural beauty of 
the glory beyond.

After serving the New York In- 
stitution on its Board of Directors 
for nearly half a century, Rev. 
Charles Augustus Stoddard has ten- 
dered his resignation from the high- 
est and most responsible position on 
the board — that of President— which 
has been accepted, and on December 
12th, Mr. Thatcher M. Adams was 
elected to the vacated office. Mr 
Adams, who is a retired member of 
prominence in the legal profession, 
has been a Director since May, 1868. 
He is a son of Rev. William Adams, 
D.D., LLtD., (President of the 
Board from 1871 to 1880), an emi 
nent divine much beloved by the deaf 
who attended the Fanwood School 
during the last quarter of tbe Nine 
teenth Century. 

Mr. Thatcher M. Adams, the new 
president, has been actively associat- 
ed with the Institution's directorate, 
during the long period of his con- 
nection therewith, serving on com- 
mittees of the Board and rendering 
especially valuable service on its Law 
Committee. 

The following is a copy of Rev. 
Dr. Stoddard's letter of resigna 
tion:— 

New York, Dec. 10, 1017. 
To the Board of Directors, of the New 
York Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deaf and Dumb /— 

OKifTUttiKK:— Forty -eight rears ago, 
on May xih, 1869, you did me the honor of 
electing me a member of the Society and 
also a Director. Pive years later you made 
me Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
in which place I served for fourteen years 
until 1888. In i88a I was made Second 
Vice-President, and in 1887 was elected 
First Vice-President. On May 15, 1900, I 
was elected President of the Institution 
and hare now held the office and discharged 
its duties for over seventeen years. I have 
represented the Institution at many 
>ual Conventions and several Inter- 
national Assemblies held in European 

entries. 

Three yean ago I endeavored to resign 
the office of President, but was persuaded 
by the late Mr. Currier and members of tbe 
jane to hokl the place till the 
centennial year. We have now celebrated 
M one hundredth year of the founding br

Rev. Dr. Stoddard was born in 

Boston and educated at Williams 

College and Union Seminary, which 

was followed by a trip to the Holy 

Land. He began his work as a 

Presbyterian minister fifty-nipe 

years ag- about a quarter of a 

tiry he was pastor of tbe church 

at the corner of Amsterdam Avenue 

and 155th Street on Washington 

Heights. In 1883 h * resigned his 

pastorate to become one of the 

editors of tbe New York Observer, a 

great secular and religious weekly, 



but through all the years that fol 
lowed he never failed to respond to 
calls to temporarily fill the pulpit if 
circumstances allowed. Thus it 
will be seen that he led an incessant- 
ly useful and busy life ; for his 
editorial duties and literary work 
surely made the most insistent de- 
mands upon his time and mental 
vigor. Up to about eight years ago, 
each week he regularly filled a page 
or more of the Observer with the 
most charming series of letters over 
the signature of " Augustus," and 
even on his travels in various parts 
of the world, these classic produc- 
tions of his pen were very seldom 
omitted. He also found time to 
produce several books of travel, two 
of which, ''Through Spain/' and 
11 Across Russia/* we are very proud 
to possess with the author's auto- 
graph. How he found time to accom- 
plish so much ' is beyond our power 
to understand, for he certainly did 
more in each ten years of his life 
than other men would do in twenty— 
and did it better. For, besides his 
literary work, he was constantly busy 
giving aid and encouragement to all 
kinds of worthy benevolent projects 
and contributing to the welfare of 
eleemosynary institutions. 

In the affairs of the Fanwood 
School he seemed to have an absorb- 
ing interest, and the value of his 
services to the deaf can not be over* 
estimated. He has not only been a 
Director of the Institution, but a 
friend of the deaf pupils which it 
trains and educates. His visits 
have been so many through the long 
course of years, that we shall all 
miss him, for it may truthfully be 
said that his mere presence was a 
benediction. And now, at the age 
of eighty-five years, he relinquishes 
the onerous duties which he so long 
and wisely and benevolently ful- 
filled. What a great work he has 
done for God and humanity I Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, in one of bis 
poems, ** The Iron Gate," writes: — 

" Old age, the greybeard ! Well, indeed I 
know him— 
Shrunk, tottering, bent, of aches and 
ills the prey ; 
In sermon, story, fable, picture, poem, 
Oft have I met him from my earliest 
day.

At a meeting of bis congregation 
of the Lutheran dnif last Monday, 
Rev P. N. Uhlig, who hm hseu 
pastor of the mission for a number 
of years, announced his reluctant 
intention of retiring fiom ih« min- 
istry.
